R oast Quail 
Sliced Baked Ham 
Celery 
Salted Nuts 
A sparagus w ith Cheese 
Mushrooms 
Spiced Apples 
Sweet Plum Pickle 
Banana Short Cake, Foam Sauce 
C laret Punch 
Assorted F ruit 
Black Coffee 


The quail were stuffed each with a 
fat raisin, a pinch of seasoned b read 
crum b s and 
a 
dot of b utter, then, 
wrapped in the thinnest 
possib le 
slices of streaky 
b acon, tied so it 
could not slip, and the b irds put in a 
well b uttered 
b ag 
and cooked for 
twenty-fiv e minutes in an ov en a t 
first hot, b ut moderate throughout the 
last half of the cooking. 
The ham I did not b ake in a b ag. 
The salted nuts of course had b een 
b ag-cooked. 
Asparagus came out of cans, since 
fresh asparagus is not in 
season. 
A fter the quail were cooking, the as­ 
paragus was put, points foremost, in 
a thickly b uttered b ag, with a dusting 
of b lack pepper and a v ery little salt, 
also the strained juice of a large lem­ 
on and a lump of swee^ b atter the size 
of a walnut. 
It was cooked twelv e 
minutes in moderate heat, taken up 
In portions and serv ed on hot plates. 
The mushrooms were fine, fat and 
fresh. It was joy to peel them, to nip 
off the stalks, wipe them delicately 
with 
a 
damp cloth, sprinkle v ery 
ightly with salt and drop in a thickly 
juttered b ag along with a lump of ex­ 
tra b utter rolled in salted flour and a 
gill of real cream. 
After sealing the 
b ag the contents were cooked t'welv e 
m inutes in a fairly hot ov en. 
For the b anana short cake I first 
sliced small ripe b anana, v ery thin, 
added sugar and lemon juice to them, 
a b are grate of nutmeg and a tab le­ 
spoonful of sherry. 
They stood on 
ice w'hile I made up the paste. 
It re­ 
quired half a cup of w^ell-creamed b ut­ 
ter, one cup sugar, two well-b eaten 
eggs, a teaspoonfui of b aking powder 
and a pinch of ralt, b oth sifted well 
through a pint of flour, and a tea­ 
spoonful of v anilla. 
It was mixed as 
lightly as possib le, rolled 
out less 
than half an inch thick and cut into 
rounds ab out four 
inches 
across. 
These were b ruthed ov er with melted 
b utter, laid one on another and b aked 
inside a b uttered b ag laid flat upon 
a triv et. 
The cooking took a little 
more 
than 
twelv e 
minutes. 
The 
rounds when they came out were sep­ 
arated, a little b utter laid upon the 
soft top of the b ottom one, tb en the 
prepared b ananas in a thick layer, 
after which the top was clapped on. 
The foam sauce was doub le-flav or­ 
ed. 
Its foundation was fre.sh b utter 
creamed with twice its b ulk of sugar 
and softened b y b eating in gradually 
half a gill of b oiling water. 
Alter­ 
nately with the water, there was add­ 
ed hot lemon juice, the b eating b eing 
fast and furious as it went in. 
Then 
a teaspoonful of v anilla was b eaten 


through the while ol an egg, untH the 
white was as stiff as possib le, and the 
m ixture stirred lightly into the b utter 
and sugar.

Ta ft Is.Sa id to Ha v e Ex pressed the 
Fea r Tha t the Fight Tha t Ha s Bsen 
Sta rted Will Result in the Undo ing 
o f the Republica n Pa rty Thie Fa ll— 
Will Meet Situa tio n With Dignity . 


W ashington, Feb . 
26.—No 
pub lic 
comment was made b y President Taft 
and his political m anagers on the 
Roosev elt statem ent, b ut to a United 
States senator who talked with Mr. 
Taft in regard to the statem ent the 
preeident is quoted as hav ing said: 
*'I know we are right, and I am confi­ 
dent that we will b e successful.” 
The statem ent was receiv ed b y Re­ 
pub licans with v arying opinions, b ut 
all agree that it was stronger and 
more to the jioint than they had antic­ 
ipated. 
Colonel Roosev elt, in their 
opinion, had said not only that he 
would accept the 
nomination if it 
comes to him, b ut also, “I am a can­ 
didate; nominate me.” 
The general drift of opinion among 
all shades of Repub licans is that the 
statem ent means a split in the Repub ­ 
lican party which ab solutely insures 
the election of a Democratic president 
unless some compromise is reached. 
President Taft will nev er consent now' 
to yield in Roosev elt’s fav or unless he 
is ab solutely outv ot€ Mi in the Chicago 
conv ention, and Roosev elt’s supporters 
declare that his statem ent may h*B 
taken as positiv e assurance that he is 
in the fight to the finish. 
In the opinion of experienced R e 
pub lican politicians this means a b it­ 
ter personal campaign b etween the 
president and his predecessor, with a 
situation that will make it impossib le 
for either to ob tain the cordial sup 
port of the other after the nominee 
shall hav e b een determined In the 
Chicago conv ention. W ith such a split 
confronting the party there will b e 
only one hope of success, and that will 
b e in the selection of a compromise 
candidate. It is the b elief in W ashing­ 
ton that the president in the ev ent oi 
Roosev elt’s gaining the upper hand in 
the Chicago conv ention, w'ould throw 
his supiiort to some other candidate 
b efore he w'ould see the honor con­ 
ferred U[>on Roosev elt. 
The iiresident is said to hav e re­ 
ceiv ed RiKisev elt’s statem ent not in 
anger, b ut in great pain. The receipt 
of the statem ent meant to him the 
b lasting forev er of a friendship thai 
had for years b een warm and intimate 
The president has expressed the feai 
to more than one of his friends that 
the fight that has b een started will re­ 
sult in the undoing of the Repub lican 
party this fall. Yet the president him­ 
self has b een forced into a situation 
where h*' will b e ob liged to wage a 
b itter fight, and he intends to do it 
witli all of his strength. 
The. presi 
dent and his adv isers will try to av oid 
personalities, although they appreciate 
that Roosev elt is certain to say and 
do tliin.g.s that will require a direct re 
ply from Mr. Taft. The president feels 
that his b ack has b een forced against 
the wall and no av enue has b een left 
for him except a personal controv ersy 
with his predecessor and former jiolit 
ical sponsor. 
He will try to meet the 
situation with dignity. 
Opinions (ilffered among the Repub 
lican progressiv es in regard to the er 
feet of the Roosev elt statem ent on the 
political situation. 
Some of the pro 
gressiv es of the more conserv ativ e 
type said the statem ent was the b ig 
geet m istake that Roosev elt has ev ei 
made and that it, together with his 
Columb us speech, would drag him 
down to a humiliating defeat. 
P ro 
gressiv es of the more radical type 
howev er, hailed the Roosev elt state 
mCTit with fav or. Repub lican regulars 
declined to comment for pub lication on 
the statem ent, b ut it is apparent they 
were v ery b lue ov er the outlook for 
the Repub lican party. The Democrats 
on the other hand w'ere Jub ilant ov er 
the dev elopment. 
All of the Demo­ 
crats W'ere certain that Roosev elt’s 
catapulting of himself into the situa­ 
tion had insured the election of a 
Democratic president.

An inv estigation 
of the 
woodlot 
conditions throughout the state show 
that the woodlots are not producing 
one-half as muck as they should. 
There are ov er $4,000,000 acres of 
woodlands in Indiana, growing half 
of a crop, which is equiv alent to 
2,000,000 acres of idle land. Can the 
state afford this? 
It is a dependable 
fact that the wo» odlots are being neg­ 
lected and owners should begin at 
once to improv e them. 
The cost is 
small and the way easy . 
I he first thing to be done is to 
fence it and then keep all kinds of 
stock out of it. 
Browsing animals 
destroy the second growth which is 
essential to a 
productiv e 
woodlot. 
Then the open spaces in the woodlot. 
should be planted. This may be done 
by 
using nuts 
or seedlings. 
The 
quality of the stand be gradually im­ 
prov ed. When timber or fuel is need­ 
ed, trees of a low commercial v alue 
should be cut, and 
replaced 
with 
more v aluable species. 
When trees 
are cut they should be felled so as to 
do as little damage as possible to the 
standing trees; and when hauling as 
few trees as possible should be cut 
in making roads. It is best to main­ 
tain a few roads in the woods as out­ 
lets, which will also serv e as a fire 
lanes. 
The principal trees to be remov ed 
^ ore the Beech, Maple, Black Oaks, 
Dogwoods, Iron wood Sassafras and 
Water Elm. 
These hav e a low com­ 
mercial v alue and 
the Beech 
and 
Maples produce such a dense shade 
• that nothing will grow <undeT them. 
Three Ash or ellow Poplar mill mature 
on the same area that is required by 
two Beech or Maple and in addition 
will permit a v igorous second growth 
which will take their place when they 
are cut. 
The trees that 
grow 
the 
most rapidly and hav e the highest 
commercial v alue and for these rea­ 


so n s are recommended for planting, 
are the White Ash, Yellow Poplar and 
Black Walnut. In addition to these 
the White, Burr and Red Oaks, Hick­ 
ories and Linn may be used. 
The State Board of Fore .-try has 
issued two publications which giv e 
detailed descriptions of woodlot con­ 
ditions and complete instructions for 
their improv ement.

v aluable 
books are free and may lie obtained 
by writing the B ard at Indianapolis.

New York, Feb . 26.—Col. Roosevelt 
tells the seven governors who asked 
him a fortnight ago to b e frank ab ou t 
it as soon as convenient, “I "will ac­ 
cept the nomination for president if 
it is tendered to me.” 
This is the 
letter, dated on Satu rday lastj 
“Gentlemen: 
I deeply appreciate 
you r letter, and I realize to the fu ll the 
heavy responsib ility it pu ts u pon me, 
expressing as it does the carefu lly con­ 
sidered convictions of the men elected 
b y popu lar vote to stand as the heads 
of government in their several states. 
“I ab solu tely agree with you that 
this m atter is not one to b e decided 
with any reference to the personal 
preferences or interests of any man, 
b u t pu rely from the standpoint of the 
interests of the people as a whole. 
I 
will accept the nomination for presi­ 
dent if it is tendered to me, and I will 
adhere to this decision u ntil the con­ 
vention has expressed ita preference. 
One of the chief principles for which 
I have stood and for which I now* stand 
and which I have always endeavored 
and shall always endeavor to redu ce 
to action, is the genu ine ru le of the peo­ 
ple: and therefore I hope that so far 
as possib le the people may b e given 
the chance, throu gh direct primaries, 
to express their preference as to who 
shall b e the nominee of the Repu b li­ 
can presidential convention.

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT."

The ab ove was in answer to the fol­ 
lowing letter to the colonel: 
Chicago. Feb . i0, 1912.—We, the u n 
dersigned Repu b lican governors, a& 
semb led for the pu rpose of considering 
what will b est insu re the continu ation 
of the Repu b lican party as a u sefu l 
agency of good government, declare 
it ou r b elief after a carefu l investiga­ 
tion of the facts, that a large majority 
of the Repu b lican voters of the cou n­ 
try favor you r nomination and a large 
m ajority of the people favor you r elec­ 
tion, as the next president of the 
United States. 
We b elieve that you r candidacy will 
insu re su ccess in the next campaign. 
“We b elieve that you r represent, as no 
other man represents, those principles 
and policies u pon which we mu st ap­ 
peal for a m ajority of the votes of the 
American people, and which, in ou r 
opinion, are necessary for the happi­ 
ness and prosperity of the cou ntry. 
We b elieve that in view of this pu b ­ 
lic demand you shou ld soon declare 
whether, if the 
nomination for the 
presidency come to you u nsolicited 
and u nsou ght, you will accept it. 
In su b mitting this requ est we are 
not considering you r personal inter­ 
ests. 
We do not regard it as proper 
to consider either the interests or the 
preference of any man as regards the 
nomination lo r the presidency.

are expressing ou r sincere b elief and 
b est ju dgment as to what is demanded 
of you in the interests of the people as 
a whole. And we feel that you wou ld 
b e u nresponsive to a plain pu b lic du ty 
if you shou ld decline to accept the 
nomination, coming a« the volu ntary 
expression of the wishes of a majority 
of the 
Repu b licans of the United 
States, throu gh the action of their del 
■egates in the next national convention 
This letter is signed b y Governors 
Glasscock of W est Virginia. Aldrich of 
Neb raska. Bass of New Hampshire. 
Carey of Wyoming, Osb orn of Michi 
ga-n, Stu ffb s of Kansas, and Hadley of 
Missou ri. 
Colonel Roosevelt is as chipper as 
a lark.

No attack will b e made, they declared, 
u ntil he comes u p and b rings more 
men. 
The reb el chieftain in command de­ 
clares that they will first demand the 
su rrender of Ju arez and that if the 
su rrender is not made, then they mean 
to attack. 
They have cannon with 
them, he says, and will plant the can 
non northwest of Ju arez and fire down 
the river parallel with El Paso, ju st as 
Madero did. so that none of the shots 
will fall in El Paso. 
The leader, Emilio Campa, declared 
that he b elieved Madero wou ld resign 
once the Vasqu ista army takes Ju arez. 
He also declared that he b elieved Gen 
eral Orozco wou ld soon join the Vas- 
qu istas. ihat the position of Orozco 
was b ecoming more compromised ev 
ery day. 
Campa declared that the 
army was fighting for Vasqu ez Gomez 
and wanted nob ody else.

declares that it is their intention to 
take Ju arez and hold it as a port of 
entry and then march sou thward to 
Chihu ahu a, Torreon and eventu ally 
Mexico City, if their revolu tion does 
not triu mph b efore they reach the na»- 
tlonal capital. 
He declares that the

hu a. in the Lagu na district and else­ 
where. will join them m their march.

b ill contains a provision for a su rvey 
for “an artificial Waterway extending 
from Lake Erie, at or near Toledo, to 
the sou therly end of Lake Michigan 
via the Mau mee river and the city of 
Fort 
Wayne, 
or 
other 
practicab le 
rou te.” 
No specific amou nt is appro­ 
priated for this northern Indiana su r­ 
vey, and the expense will b e b orne 
ou t of a lu mp appropriation of $ 300,000 
to cover all the waterways ordered in 
the b ill. 
Representative Cline, who 
was elat­ 
ed over the granting of a su rvey, tele­ 
graphed to the local committee here: 
“Canal inclu ded among su rveys in riv­ 
ers and harb ors b ill. 
Congressman 
Boehne represented us on committee.” 
Mr. Boehne is a memb er of the riv­ 
ers and harb ors committee. 
The b ill appropriates $ 10,000 for 
harb or improvement at Michigan City 
and $ 25,000 to improve the harb or at 
Indiana Harb or. It carries a total ap­ 
propriation of $ 5,400,000 for the Ohio 
river, the b enefits of which will b e 
shared generally throu ghou t sou thern 
Indiana.
